The potentially painful or distressful procedures involved in this study include disease 
progression, morphine withdrawal and desensitization to morphine.

As stated in the lACUC-approvcd protocol, morphine has a profound effect on the 
immune system by its ability to prevent development of cell-mediated immunity (L’Ml) 
responses against intracellular pathogens. This effect has important implications for the 
pathouenesis of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (IlIV) inlection, especially 
NeuroAlDS. f irst, morphine modifies the receptor used by the virus to intcct 
macrophages, and this potentially causes enhancement of infection in these cells. Because 
macrophages are the main cells in the brain that support replication of the virus, the clfcet 
of morphine would be to enhance the infection in the brain. Second, morphine-mediated 
suppression of production of IFNgamma would abolish anti-IIIV C Ml responses, the 
major component of the immune system, responsible lor controlling replication ol the 
virus. Lo.ss of CMI would therefore predict continuous and more robust replication of the 
virus in the brain. Third, cessation of morphine intake results in recovery of previously 
abolished CMI responses. Such an occurrence in the HIV-mlected individual would 
re.sull in reconstitution of the antiviral CMI response in brains that have large amounts ol 
viral antigen, and this could precipitate severe encephalitis. The researcher uses the 
morphine-Simian Immunodeficiency Virus (SIV) model to explore the.se concepts.

A biodegradable traeheal scaffold was surgically implanted in a rabbit on April 9, 2013. 
On April 24, the animal began to exhibit intermittent coughing, hollowing coughing 
episodes, breathing returned to normal and the animal was bright and alert and 
demonstrated good appetite. Two days later, the rabbit was noted to demonstrate 
occasional sneezing and mild rattling/wheezing. The animal was still bright with good 
appetite at this time. During the evening cheeks on April 27 the rabbit was noted by lab 
staff to have worsened respiratory sounds along with signs ot discomfort and difficulty 
breathing. At this point the lab staff made a note but did not notify the veterinarian staff. 
The rabbit was found dead the next morning. 

It is the opinion of the veterinarian staff that during the period from April 27 until its 
death the following day, the animal most likely expenenced some unalleviated pain and 
distress, thus placing the animal in category E during that time.
